All the surgeon with bls knife, 
could promise to do, was to bring 
the edges of the torn section to­ 
gether and sew it, then await the 
action of nature and allow growth 
to renew the torn sections.

opening, separating the edges of tho 
tear and wearing thin, the edges of 
the torn section.
